|Improving Our

... Poultry Methods

By M. A. SCHOFIELD

In a recent number of “The Co-
Operative Poultryman” we stated
first, that it is absolutely essen-
tial to prevent the development of
culls. We pointed out that . no
poultryman could continue to pro-
duce the number of culls which/
on an average, are now found gen-
erally on Bouthern California poul-
try ranches and still show a 'profit.
In the second place, we attempted
to point out that soil contamina-
tion, or lack of soil sanitation, is
responsible for a great many of
our ills. A

In this issue of “The Co-Opera-
tive Poultryman” we wish to at-
tempt to point out the benefits to
be gained from proper segregation,
both of chicks and older stock., The
object of such separation is to gain
the same end; namely, to reduce
the number of culls.

Separating the Chicks

It is probable that F. R. Rich-
ardson of San Gabriel broods as
many chicks as any poultry keeper
in Southern California. We men-
tion him as an example because
the tendency of the small poultry-
man -is to insist’'that he doesn’t
have the room nor the time to
make the required separations, We
find on Mr, Richardson’s ranch that
they are segregated into three
sizes.
